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PROTESTS  ACROSS  THE  MIDDLE  EAST  brought 
changes  to  Arab  nations  large  and  small.  Uprisings 
began  in  Tunisia,  where,  as  2010  ended,  a  young 
vendor  protesting  the  confiscation  of  his  wares 
set  himself  on  fire.  Discontent  spread  to  Egypt 
and  Yemen  as  2011  began,  and  in  the  months 
that  followed  those  governments  and  leaders  from 
Bahrain,  Libya  and  Syria  were  under  siege.  By  year's 
end,  the  presidents  of  Tunisia,  Egypt  and  Yemen  had 
stepped  down  and  Libya's  Moammar  Gadhafi  and  his 
son  Mutassim  had  been  assassinated.  Tunisians  went 
to  the  polls  in  October  2011  and  the  Egyptian  election 
took  place  just  a  month  later.  The  protests  continued 
despite  high  costs:  thousands  of  lives  (5,000  in  Syria 
alone)  and  billions  of  dollars  were  lost.
